THE ALIEN LAGOR LAW 


A good many Canadians wil! be sur- 
prised to iearn that = aithough au 
aiien lavor iaw was passed by the 
| Canadian pariiament, and although a 
| Similar act passed by the United 
| States is being carried out 19 the 
letter, Canada has no alien labor iaw 
in operation at present. 

| The alien labor law was passed by 
ithe Liberal government ostensibiy fo: 
the purpose of heiping the Canadian 
working man, but in order to please 
their American friends, a provisu was 
inserted that the law shouid not be- 
come operative uniess and until the 
minister of justice said so. Com- 
plaint was recentiy made that aliens 
were being brought into Canada under 
contract and the mayor of Hamilton, 

where the grievance existed, sent 4 
| request to the minister of justice ask- 
{ing that the law be put in force. 
, Hon. Mr. Mills has sent the following 
, Answer: 
| “The attorney general is not at lib- 
| erty to give his assent to the prose- 
cution for the infraction of the alien 
labor law to which you refer, an un- 
derstanding having been reached last 
summer by the international commis- 
| sioners that the alien labor Jaw, unti. 
the negotiations were conciuded 
should remain im abeyance in Canada 
in respect to persons coming from the 
United States, and in the Unitea 
States in respect to persons going 
thither from Canada. Until it is 
shown that this understanding is noi 
observed by the United States officers, 
no action can be taken here.”—David 
Milis, 

snere would be not so much objec- 
tion to suc han agreement as this 
provided both parties act up to it, but 
every man who reads the newspapers 
in aware that Canadians are being 
deported daily under the American 
law. Quite recently Canadians who 
went to Buffalo were sent back, and 
only two or three days ago the des- 
patches told of the case of a brick 
layer named Hunt who went over to 
the other side and was deported by 
the notorious De Barry because he 
took his tools with him.

“The City of Manchester, England,’ 
tays a correspondent of the Chicage 
Kecord, “which furnishes the mos 
advanced, cxample of municipal 80 
clalism, has made a new departure by 
adding manufactories of soap, tallow 
oll, giue, and fertiliser to its garbag: 
and sewerage department The cit) 
government now owns street car /ines 
gas, eiectric light and water v orks 
ice factories, 15 markets, batus anc 
public laundries, slaughter houses 
technical schools, art galleries anc 
workshops for the manufacture anc 
repair of its vehicles, tools and im 
plements. It has reclaimed a larg: 
swamp by depositing its street clean- 
ings and the solid matter found in the 
fewage, and is reclaiming another by 
which it is expected to add severa 
millions of dollars to the weatlth of 
the corporation, The most nove) 
branch of the city government is o 
corps of house cleaners, who can be 
employed by the occupanis of stores, 
flat houses, office rooms and residenceg 
to overhaul and clean their establish- 
ments as often as desired, A Man- 
chester woman who desires her house 
cleaned can telephone to police head- 
quarters, and a gang of  scrubvers, 
sweepers, window washers, etc., wil! 
be sent at once to take wp carpets and 
relay them, and do heft spring house 
cleaning in short order and first 
class style, while she goes to London, 
or visits friends in“the country.” 


THE REDISTRICUTION BILL 


A two-fold defence is being set up 
on behalf of the Redistribution bill by 
the party organs. In the first place it 
is magnanimously suggested that the 
government has not done all the harm 
it might have done to its opponents 
and in the second place that some of 
the constituencies to which injustice 
has been done are as likely to go 
Liberal as Conservative 

The first defence refutes itself. The 
object of the gerrymander is to gain 
political advantage while assuming 
fairness.

It is a mistake to suppose that this 
is A nea-contagious disease, It is a 
true scabis or mange. iit is becoming 
more prevaient since domestic cattie 
have been introduced’ to the ranges, 
in large numbers, because these cattie 
herd closer together, and hang around 
bu:uings ana fences, and by rubbing | 
agoinst them, readily transfer the 
ecarae or their eggs left on the wood 
by infected animals having previously 
rubbed themselves. 

Many ansmais present a mangy ap- | 
pearance owing to irritation produced | 
by lice; some also from feeding on 
coarse herbage. These conditions are 
easily distinguished from mange. In| 
mange there is considerable irritation 
about the neck, root of the tail, and 
in bad cases it may extend over the 
whole body. By rubbing against 
fences, trees or rocks the skin be: | 
comes abraded and sores from whieh | 


covered by thick seabs, the skin 
wrink'es3 and the hair falis off. Asa 
vcsu’¢ of this constant irritation they 
feed but .ittle, become emaciated from | 
want of rest and sleep, and thus are 
nnable to live through the winter, and 
many die, 

The suggestion that every owner 
should bring his infected cattle to the 
aome rancue for treatment, if carried 
out, would most assuredly extend and 
verpetuate the disease, by infecting 
‘orrals, buildings and fences, as well 
as by direct contact with healthy 
mimalis; tosides, it would be a very 
roublesomy and expensive method. 
nor could it be relied upon as effective. 
is it is well known that many cattle 
men are at times not as careful as they 
ought to be. Clearly, mutual co-op 
eration is the common sense way of | 
dealing wita it. { would suggest that 
the Assoc.ction assume the expendl- 
ture necessary for the erection of a 
dipping station on ihe most suitable 
location, where all mangy aa 


would be sent to be herded and dipped 
till cured. This would require the 
service of three or four men for, say 
two months; the dipping vats and | 
corrals would cost say $300, No 
owner would object to pay a fair 
share of this neceseary expense, rather 
than lose time and go to ten times 
more expense by attempting to dress 
them at home, It will be readily | 
understood also, that those who have 
no mangy cattle now should be the 
most desirous of stamping out thie 
contagious disease, knowing that un- 
less it is done their cattle must in- 
evitably be infected sooner or later; 
consequently every cattle owner is in- 
terested and should contribute toward 
the expense. 
Another reason why a general com- 
‘ined effort should be made now is. 
that this being a contagious disease 
quarcutine measures must be enforced | 
under the Animals Contagious Disease 
act, the regulations governing which 
have beeu communicated to you by 
the secretary of the association, as 
applied to sheep scab, and these equal- 
ly to mange in cattle and horses, and 
you will readily see that such meas- 
ures, if rendered necessary through 
the indifference of stockmen them- 
velves, wil) be attended by very great 
inconvenience. 
I trust therefore you’ will attend 
the meeting called to consider this | 
ubject aud arrange for the necessary | 
preparations being made so that ad-
